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Young soldier dies 
doing Job he loved 


A YOUNG soldier 
killed in Afghan¬ 
istan was following 
his dream of ser¬ 
ving in the Army. 

Private Robert Hayes, 
19, from Burwell, had 
been in the Army for just 
a year when he was 
killed by an improvised 
bomb while on patrol in 
Helmand Province on 
Sunday. 

He was serving as a 
rifleman with C (Essex) 
Company, 1st Battalion 
The Royal Anglian 
Regiment (The Vikings) 
and was on a security 
patrol when he was killed 
in an area which has seen 
some of the most intense 
battles of the past two 
months. 

He was praised by 
senior officers and 
colleagues as a “hugely 
professional and talented 
soldier”. 

He completed his 
training on March 2 last 
year at the Infantry 
Training Centre in Catt- 
erick. 

His family said in a 
statement, issued by the 
Army: “Trying to express 
the true measure of our 
sorrow - and our sense of 
loss - at this time, is 
impossible. 

“We are still coming to 
terms with this dev¬ 
astating news. 

“However, we are 
strengthened by the 
thought that he was with 
his comrades, doing the 
job he so dearly loved, 
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when his life was taken. 

“From childhood, 
Robbie had one ambition, 
to be a soldier. 

“He fulfilled his dream, 
last February, passing out 
from training, at Catterick, 
where he was described as 
a man of great deter¬ 
mination and a credit to 
his platoon.” 

The statement con¬ 
tinues: “Sport, particularly 
rugby and boxing, became 
his passion. 

“He was a very popular 
young player, for New¬ 
market Rugby Club, and 
won his battalion’s boxing 
championships, at welter 
weight, in his first 
attempt. 

“Robbie loved all 
aspects of life, in his home 
village, Burwell. Among 
his peers he enjoyed great 
popularity but found 
particular happiness with 
his girlfriend, Gemma. 

“After training for 
Afghanistan he deployed 
to Helmand Province last 
October. 

“There his potential for 
promotion became 
noticeable. 

“Robbie sincerely be¬ 
lieved his fellow ‘Vikings’ 
were his ‘other’, military, 
family. 

“Although he had an 
enthusiastic and energetic 
personality, our son could 
just as easily behave with 
the manners of a gentle, 
reflective, caring person.”

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Farewell to referee who revived challenge cup 


TRIBUTES have been paid 
to a referee who helped to 
establish a popular village 
football competition. 

Fred Webb, who has died 
at the age of 75, was 
instrumental in the revival 
of the Snailwell and District 
Challenge Cup, which raises 
hundreds of pounds for 
local charities each year. 

The competition was 
originally founded in 1925 
and was contested by village 
teams from the 
Cambridge shire-Suffolk 
border area. But it was 
discontinued at the start of 


the Second World War and 
its silver trophy lost. 

However, in 1956, Mr 
Webb heard the trophy was 
sitting on the bar shelf in 
the Fox public house in 
Burwell and began 
discussions to retrieve the 
cup and revive the 
competition. 

The cup restarted in 1957 
and has since raised 
thousands of pounds for 
charities such as The Red 
Cross, Magpas and 
Newmarket Hospital. St 
Peter’s Church, in Snailwell, 
has also been a major 


beneficiary. 

Richard Spence, a 
member of the cup’s 
committee, said: “Without 
Mr Webb’s action upon 
finding the trophy the 
competition may not exist 
today. 

“He was still a vice 
president of the 
competition when he 
attended last year’s final 
between Lakenheath FC 
and Sporting 87, at which he 
was awarded a long service 
award from the national FA. 

“The current committee 
would like to offer their 


sincere condolences to the 
Webb family.” 

Roger Pawley, chief 
executive of 

Cambridgeshire Football 
Association, paid tribute to 
Mr Webb’s 58 years involved 
with local football as a 
referee and administrator. 

He said: “I remember 
Fred refereeing in the 
Peterborough leagues when 
I was a player and I had a lot 
of respect for him. 

“He was an excellent 
decision-maker. 

“There was no nonsense 
with Fred. 


“I used to talk to a lot of 
referees back then and 
could normally get a few 
decisions to go our way - 
you couldn’t do that with 
Fred.” 

Mr Webb died on 
December 23 in Newbury, 
Berkshire. 

His funeral was due to 
take place today in Great 
Shefford, near Newbury.

Centre multi-storey car 
park. 

Police were called and he 
was found to be over the 
drink-drive limit. A breath 
test gave a reading of 89 
micrograms of alcohol in 
100 millilitres of breath. 

The legal limit is 35mcg. 
Worthington, of Silhalls 
Close, Ashley, admitted the 
offence, committed on the 
afternoon of December 16, 
when he appeared before 
magistrates at Bury St 
Edmunds on Tuesday. 

Fie was banned from 
driving for 20 months, fined 
£150 and ordered to pay 
£15 victim surcharge plus 
£85 prosecution costs. 

He told the court he 
accidentally selected first 
gear instead of reverse as 
he was trying to 
manoeuvre to get out of the 
car park. 

Man assaulted 
in night club 

A MAN suffered bruising 
and a split lip after he was 
attacked in the smoking 
area of a nightclub. 

The man in his 20s was 
assaulted by two men at 
Innocence in High Street, 
Newmarket, at 1.30am on 
New Year’s Day.

Ice brings anger 
and A14 chaos 
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AN angry town councillor has 
complained about the lack of 
action to clear ice and snow 
from Newmarket’s footpaths 
and Market Square. 

Cllr Peter Hulbert, who is registered 
blind, said he was “disappointed” that 
workers from Suffolk County Council 
were not called in to help clear Market 
Square so that traders could set up. 
“The traders had to set up on the ice,” 
he said. 

Cllr Hulbert said steps leading to the 
square, footpaths and other pavements 
throughout the town were left 
untreated during the ice and snow over 
the New Year period. 

Warning signs were put up in some 
car parks after compacted snow turned 
to sheet ice and cars slithered for grip. 

On the roads, scores of cars skidded 
off the A14 and All roads between 
Newmarket and Cambridge on Sunday 
after black ice formed. 

No one was seriously hurt. But 
Cambridgeshire police reported 26 
crashes in just two - and-a-half hours. 

Cambridge police Inspector Mick 
Bruce said the roads had been gritted 
overnight, but early rain turned to ice 
causing the problems. 

He added: “The calls were coming in

thick and fast from 8.30am. Cars were 
skidding on the black ice and going off 
into barriers and trees. It was described 
as a ‘skating rink’ by some drivers.” 

There were several near-misses. Two 
vehicles were involved in a collision on 
the westbound A14 near Exning, at 
8.35am, which closed two lanes as 
police cleared debris. 

Suffolk County Council has 
announced it is limiting its gritting 
operations due to falling stocks of salt. 

From yesterday, gritters were only 
operating on A and B roads as well as 
routes to main hospitals and fire 
stations. 

Cllr Guy McGregor, the county’s 
portfolio holder for roads, transport 


and planning, said 1,232 miles of roads 
out of 4,272 in the county would 
continue to be treated. 

He said: “We will continue to fill grit 
bins in the county on request from 
parish councils, so local people can 
treat local trouble spots on minor 
roads, which otherwise would not be 
treated. 

“We feel it is important that everyone 
has a clear expectation of which roads 
will be gritted and appreciate why we 
are taking these measures. Salting and 
snow clearing cannot guarantee that a 
surface is ice-free, so road users should 
therefore take reasonable precautions 
to ensure the safety of themselves and 
others when freezing conditions occur.” 


Five-hour trip to fix a light switch, report reveals 


A GOVERNMENT repairman 
drove a five-hour round trip 
from Newmarket to the West 
Midlands to fix a light switch, 
a report has revealed. 

Napo, the probation 
officers’ union, claimed 
millions of pounds are being 
wasted and repair jobs are 
costing up to five times more 


than they used to as a result. 

An electrician was said to 
have travelled from 
Newmarket to the West 
Midlands to fix an electrical 
switch and replace a cover on 
a light - a journey of two- 
and-half hours each way. 

The “waste of taxpayers’ 
money” was described in a 


damning report by probation 
officers. 

The report, Waste and 
Excessive Bureaucracy, also 
claimed window cleaners 
were employed on jobs that 
involved a seven-hour 
overnight trip. 

It said the Ministry of 
fustice, whose responsibilities 


include the probation service, 
spent £54 million on 
consultants last year. 

The report claims the 
problem stems from 
probation maintenance 
contracts being centralised 
and privatised five years ago. 

A review of maintenance 
costs is being undertaken.

Private Daniel Greenland, a close 
friend, said: “He was one of the funniest 
blokes I knew. Whenever I saw him he 
always had a smile on his face. I had only 
known Rob a short while as he was fairly 
new in the Regiment, but he was a 
massive personality in 6 Platoon. I have 
never met someone as motivated and 
brave. He was a great soldier and an even 
better friend. You will never be forgotten. 
See you on the other side mate.” 

Newmarket Rugby Club members 
described Private Hayes as a very popular 
and talented player “whose enthusiasm 
for the game of Rugby Union was only 
exceeded by his desire to be a soldier and 
serve his country”. 

A statement issued by the club said: 
“Whenever he was home on leave, he 
made himself available to play for the 
club and was happy to play for any of the 
teams, often adding a dash of youth and 
his unique talent to help out the veterans’ 
side if they were struggling for numbers. 

“The way he played rugby was a 
metaphor of the way he lived his life - 
courageous and committed to his 
teammates and friends. He played with a 
smile on his face, never giving less than 
100 per cent. 

“His last game for Newmarket was in 
December, shortly before his departure 
for Afghanistan. He will be greatly missed 
around the club and the thoughts of all of 
us are with his family.” 

Canon Stephen Earl, vicar of Burwell, 
said: “This is obviously deeply tragic 
news for the family and all who knew 
him. We will keep them in our thoughts 
and prayers here at St Mary’s church. 

“It’s a tragic loss of someone so young. 
We have enormous respect for those in 
the military.” 

Greg Alvey, head of PE at Bottisham 
Village College, said: “Robert was a 
wonderful person, caring and kind, yet 
totally enthusiastic and energetic at the 
same time. 

“From an early age, he spoke to me 
about his determination to join the Army, 
and asked advice about getting himself 
really fit so he would do well in his 
physical tests and be totally ready for the 
challenges ahead. 

“He was really proud when he did well 
in them and came back to school to share 
his sense of achievement. 

“This is devastating news and I would 
like to pass on my sincere condolences to 
his family and friends. Robert was a 
wonderful human being and I will never 
forget him.” 
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Heating bills are really 
going through the roof 


A FAMILY’S heat¬ 
ing bills are literally 
going through the 
roof after delayed 
repairs to their 
rented bungalow 
left them without 
one. 

Tenant Alan 

Kempton is worried 
about sky-high bills for 
heating the bungalow 
in Ness Road, Burwell, 
where he lives with his 
wife Carolyn and their 
two sons Andrew, nine, 
and Harry, six. 

Mr Kempton, 42, 
said: “They put up the 
scaffolding in the first 
week of November and 
took the roof off. 

“It should have taken 
a week, but now we’re 
into the seventh week 
and we still haven’t got 
a roof. 

“I’m going to have 
astronomical heating 
bills.” 

He said the roof had 
to be replaced after it 
started leaking about a 
year ago following the 
installation of a new 
heating system. 

He said Sanctuary 
Hereward, the housing 
association which 
owns the bungalow 
and the neighbouring 
semi-detached 
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property, were made 
aware of the problem 
in March or April. 

“We were left with 
half an inch of water 
on the floor after it 
rained,” he said. 

Eventually the 
housing association 
agreed to carry out the 
necessary work to 
replace the roof on the 
50-year-old property. 

But Mr Kempton 
said a tarpaulin or 
corrugated iron 
temporary roof should 
have been put on the 
scaffolding so that 
roofers could continue 
working whatever the 
weather. 

“We’ve now been 
told we have to wait for 
a break in the weather 
when it’s the coldest it 
has been and they’re 
forecasting heavy 
snow,” he said. 

His neighbour, who 
did not want to be 
named, said she was 
running out of cash to 
put in the meter for 
heating. 

Lisa Bek, Sanctuary 
Hereward regional 
director, said: “The 
health and safety of 
our residents, staff and

Young children are 
next for swine 
flu vaccinations 

CHILDREN between the ages of six 
months and five years are being 
vaccinated against swine flu in Suffolk. 

GP surgeries which have already 
finished vaccinating people in the high 
risk groups are now looking to help 
youngsters in the county. 

Doctor practices will be contacting 
families to make them aware of the 
vaccinations. 

The major exercise follows an 
agreement between NHS Suffolk and the 
local medical committee. 

Dr Brian Keeble, NHS Suffolk’s flu 
director, said: “Swine flu has had less 
public attention recently but it is still a 
major threat to public health. 

“We don’t know whether it will continue 
to reduce in numbers of people affected or 
not. 

“Young children are still very much at 
risk and when they are infected some 
suffer severely, so this vaccination 
programme for the under fives is very 
important. 

“Having your child vaccinated greatly 
improves his or her protection from the 
disease, but also helps to make it less likely 
the illness will be spread between children. 

“Please do respond when you are 
contacted by your doctor’s surgery asking 
for you to bring your children in for 
vaccination.” 

This age group has been identified as 
the next priority group for the vaccine 
because higher numbers have been 
admitted to hospital after falling ill with 
swine flu.

Controversial plans for 
13 turbines at Wadlow 
Farm, between Six Mile

Amy Bambridge, 
community liaison 
officer, said: “We are 
looking to set up a group 
with representatives from 
each of the parishes, 
villages and local 
communities around the 
wind farm. 

“We would also 
welcome people with 
specific interests in issues 
relating to the wind farm, 
such as those involved 
with local charities or 
community funding 
initiatives, or those with 
particular knowledge of 


ecology or the Fleam 
Dyke, for example. 

“The most important 
task for the group initially 
will be to help set up the 
wind farm’s community 
fund, but we will also be 
holding regular meetings 
to discuss all other issues 
relating to the dev¬ 
elopment of the wind 
farm.” 

The fund will be set up 
once the wind farm, 
between Six Mile Bottom 
and West Wratting, is up 
and running, which could 
be as early as next year.

Population may 
be at maximum 

Sir, I respond to Cllr Robin Millar’s 
letter of last week ‘I cannot force 
through plan’, regarding debate over 
the Hatchfield Farm plan. 

We councillors must expect criticism 
and complaints. Personally, I would 
rather be insulted than ignored. 

The population of Newmarket in 1966 
was about 13,000; today about 
15,000; if the 1,640 houses are built, 
the population will ‘explode’ to about 
20,000. The proposed development is 
planned to be phased over 20 years 
but that might produce problems 
regarding the (dreaded) 
infrastructures. 

As Red Lodge residents know only too 
well one can wait many years for 
infrastructures to catch up with house 
building. 

Probably 3,000 to 5,000 of the 
Newmarket population are currently 
or formerly employed or connected 
with racing. That is a sizeable 
percentage of the total. 

Action group SHNAG is concerned 
that Newmarket - the Home of 
Horseracing - does not diminish as a 
racing town, as has happened at 
Epsom, ironically the Home of the 
Derby One must, however, balance 
the needs and wants of all Newmarket 
residents. 

SHNAG is concerned that horse and 
rider safety will be imperilled by the 
inevitable increase in traffic that 
major housing development would 
bring. Admittedly the odd trainer has 
shown scant regard for this over the 
years but Jockey Club Estates are 
implementing improved safety 
measures for horses and traffic. 

It is possible that Newmarket’s current 
population is at optimum, if not 
maximum. 

Equally, it is possible that the horse 
population should not rise, as each 
extra member of staff required will 
have a housing need. 

I would question the need for major 
housing development and would 
suggest that any development at 
Hatchfield could not precede 
substantial improvement of the A14 / 
A142 junction. 

However, as Cllr Millar says, the 
Government has set Forest Heath 
(and the rest of the country) these 
tasks and demands; they cannot be 
ignored, although Tory HQ has 
suggested they could. They will be 
discussed, in public, over the next few 
weeks and months. 

It is possible that these housing 
requirements were dreamed up on 
the same day as the Millennium 
Dome and the London Eye. Perhaps 
there was a Cabinet competition to 
think up the most ridiculous, 
expensive and wasteful schemes 
possible, maybe while playing 
croquet, rather like in Alice in 
Wonderland. 

It is, as Robin Millar suggests, quite 
probable that a change of 
Government will see all these 
proposals fly out of the window 
I cannot, of course, agree that the 
country is “crying out for” a 
Conservative Government, rather that 
they would like to have sensible 
government. 

‘Call me Dave’ (Cameron) seems to 
presume that victory is inevitable, so 
too, infamously, did Neil Kinnock. 

Let us hope for a Happy New Year for 
all, including Cllr Millar.

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Intrepid cyclists 
raise thousands 


A COUPLE who set out on 
a 20,000-mile bike ride 
through the Americas have 
raised almost £12,000 for 
Duchenne muscular 
dystrophy in the process. 

Joff Duck and Joy Martin, from 
Lode, spent Christmas in Oaxaca, 
southern Mexico, in 25 degree 
centigrade temperatures and 
made tortillas instead of mince 
pies, as well as enjoying the “night 
of the radishes” celebrations - 
which feature elaborately carved 
radishes - instead of the usual 
festive fare. 

The couple, who set off in May, 
expect to take around two years 
to complete the ride - they are 
about a third of the way through 
their amazing trip. 

They started their journey from 
Halifax, Nova Scotia, and headed 
west towards the Pacific and then 
turned south towards their 
ultimate destination in Ushuaia, 
southern Patagonia. 

So far they have covered nearly 
7,000 miles and have raised 
£11,733.75 for Action Duchenne.

They have also gone through 
four tyres, two chains and a wheel 
- but Joy still hasn’t had so much 
as a puncture. 

Joff and Joy, writing from 
Mexico, told the Weekly News : 
“We are in Oaxaca in Oaxaca State 
in southern Mexico. 

“We have cycled 6,680 miles, 
been on a yacht for a month of 
crewing, taken a flight to avoid 
‘border issues’ in Mexico and 
even taken the odd bus ride to 
avoid the heat. 

“We plan on staying in Oaxaca 
for Christmas and do some 
volunteering. 

“It is now cool, as we are at 
1,500 metres, and the historic 
town centre is lovely, old and 
colonial. We are having a great 
time but sad to see all the poverty 
around us.” 

Joff, who worked for 
Huntingdonshire District Council 
before the trip, has always 
dreamed of making the ride and 


proposed the idea during their 
honeymoon in Chile. 

They decided to use the ride to 
raise money for Action Duchenne 
because a friend’s young son has 
the severe muscle-wasting 
disease. 

Joy, who worked as an activities 
tutor for young people who are 
not in school for medical reasons, 
took on the trip despite battling 
against chronic fatigue syndrome 
for the last seven years. 

In addition to cycling, the 
couple have also sailed 623 miles, 
covered 73 miles by sea kayak and 
helped more than 40 children at a 
Mexican orphanage. 

They have taken almost 2,500 
photographs and eaten more 
than 200 bananas. 

In their longest day of cycling, 
they covered 92 miles and 
reached speeds of up to 47mph.

Help closer to home for chronic patients 


PEOPLE living in the 
Newmarket area suff¬ 
ering chronic breathing 
problems can now get 
specialist help closer to 
home. 

New rehabilitation 
classes are taking place 
across the Suffolk area to 
educate people about 
the best ways to manage 
their condition. 

The classes, organised 
by Suffolk Chronic 
Obstructive Pulmonary 
Disease (COPD) Ser¬ 
vices, also teach people a 


range of gentle exercises 
in order to improve their 
fitness and boost con¬ 
fidence levels. 

Led by physio¬ 
therapists with the 
support of respiratory 
nurses, the sessions take 
place twice a week for six 
weeks at a variety of loc¬ 
ations across the county. 

Linda Pearce, clinical 
lead for Suffolk COPD 
services, said: “COPD 
currently affects around 
8,000 people across Suf¬ 
folk, and causes chronic 


shortness of breath and 
breathing difficulties. 

“These pulmonary 
rehabilitation classes are 
specially designed to 
equip people with the 
tools they need to help 
them manage their 
condition while 

increasing their con¬ 
fidence and inde¬ 
pendence levels. 

“The classes are an 
important part of the 
overall package of care 
on offer to people with 
COPD and are proven to 


bring huge benefits. 

“As such, we’d 
encourage anyone with 
the illness to speak to 
their GP, practice nurse 
or community matron to 
find out more about the 
difference which pul 
monary rehabilitation 
could make to their 
everyday life.”

Flat blaze couple 
now both released 

A COUPLE injured when a fire broke out in 
their flat before Christmas have now both 
been released from hospital. 

The couple, believed to be in their 30s, 
were taken to Addenbrooke’s Hospital after 
the blaze broke out in the hallway to a first- 
floor flat in George Lambton Avenue, New¬ 
market, in the early hours of December J5.

150 dog bite 
patients 

MORE than 150 people 
in three years have 
required hospital 
treatment after being 
attacked by dogs, 
according to new 
figures. 

There were 45 
admissions to 
Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital’s accident and 
emergency department 
following dog bites in 
2007-8, including 14 
children aged 10 or 
under. 

There were 65 dog- 
bitten patients in 2006- 
07 and 43 in 2005-06. 
Of the dog-bite victims 
between 2006 and 
2008, 25 were aged 10 
to 16. 

The figures were 
obtained by the Liberal 
Democrats and showed 
nearly 25,000 people 
needed hospital 
treatment in the eight 
years between 2000 
and 2008. 

Liberal Democrat 
Shadow Home 
Secretary Chris Huhne, 
who is calling for a 
reform of the 
Dangerous Dogs Act, 
said: “It is astonishing 
that thousands of 
people are undergoing 
hospital treatment 
every year after violent 
dog attacks. 

“The huge rise in 
attacks is undoubtedly 
due to the worrying 
trend of dangerous 
dogs being used as 
fashion accessories or, 
worse, as weapons. 
“Police need to be able 
to get tough with 
reckless owners of out- 
of-control dogs, 
regardless of the 
breed.”

Hospital wards hit 
by virus outbreak 


THREE hospital wards have been 
closed to new patients after an 
outbreak of the winter vomiting 
virus. 

A total of 25 patients in the three 
wards at West Suffolk Hospital, Bury St 
Edmunds, which treats residents from 
the Newmarket and Haverhill areas, 
have shown symptoms of the highly 
contagious diarrhoea and vomiting 
vims. 

Three wards - F7, G3 and G5 - were 
closed to new admissions at the 
weekend and were due to remain closed 
for at least 72 hours until after the 
patients have recovered. 

The norovirus, as it is officially called, 
causes diarrhoea and sickness for one or

two days but it remains contagious after 
sufferers start to feel better. 

Dr Caroline Barker, the hospital’s 
infection control doctor, said: “Norovirus 
is very infectious and every year there 
are cases in the community which 
transfer to the hospital. Because the 
vims has an incubation period of several 
days, people are often unaware that they 
are carrying it until after they have 
passed it on. 

“We are managing the current cases 
using our stringent infection control 
policies and our cleaning staff have been 
working hard to make sure enhanced 


cleaning takes place on the affected 
wards. 

“We would advise anyone who has 
had diarrhoea or vomiting to stay away 
from the hospital for at least 72 hours 
after they have recovered, even if they 
feel better. Otherwise they run the risk of 
unknowingly passing the highly 
contagious illness on to someone who is 
already sick. 

“Anyone who visits the hospital 
should be vigilant and take care to clean 
their hands. 

“If they are visiting the affected wards, 
they should use soap and water when 
they arrive and before they leave as the 
alcohol gel is not effective against this 
vims.”

Gambler’s threat 
to kill racehorse 


A GAMBLER has been 
given a suspended jail term 
after he threatened to kill a 
racehorse unless it was 
withdrawn from a race. 

Andrew Rodgerson, 26, told a 
racing stud manager not to run 
2008 St Leger winner Conduit, 
stabled at Newmarket, in a 
valuable Group One race at Ascot 
after he forgot to place an 
accumulator bet on behalf of a 
syndicate. 

He panicked when he realised 
victory for Conduit in last July’s 
King George VI and Queen 
Elizabeth Stakes would lead to 
the syndicate expecting winnings 
of £50,000, Bolton Crown Court 
heard. 

Conduit - who was in the care 
of Newmarket trainer Sir Michael

Stoute - had earned more than £1 
million in prize money before the 
King George. 

Rodgerson, of Balderstone, 


near Rochdale, sent a text 
messages and emails to Peter 
Reynolds, the general manager 
for Ballymacoll Stud Farm in 
Ireland, which owned Conduit. 

One email said: “I don’t believe 
you are taking the threat of death 
very seriously. There are people 
living in and around Newmarket 
who are ready and willing.” 

Rodgerson was arrested two 
days before the race. He pleaded 
guilty to threatening to commit 
damage at an earlier hearing after 
a charge of blackmail was 
dropped. 

Sentencing him to 34 weeks in 
jail, suspended for two years, 
Judge Angela Nield said he had 
embarked on a “foolish esca¬ 
pade”. 

Conduit lined up for and won 
the King George. 


Big cash prizes in

Prof Mellars is an 
expert on the evolution 
and behaviour of early 
human populations, 
especially the 
Neanderthal period. He 
gained a BA at 
Fitzwilliam College in 
1962, and also holds MA 
and doctorate degrees at 
Cambridge. 

He recently made a TV 
documentary for BBC2 
about the emergence of 
homo sapiens, 40,000 
years ago. 

“My recent work has 
focused on how modern 
humans originated in 
Africa, and then spread

honour has come as a 
total surprise.”

Prof Mair, who is also 
Master of Jesus College, 
is a world authority on 
tunnelling. He has been 
involved in the Jubilee

Mrs Miller, 65, from 
Swaffham Prior, has

She said: “I am very 
honoured, but I can 
think of so many other 
people in the Red Cross 
who deserve it more 
than I do.”

Ms Bell, who is in her 
early 70s, said: “I’m 
surprised and delighted. 

I specialise in translating 
German and French 
literature into English, 
and the Asterix cartoons 
are a lot of fun to do.” 

Mr Loe, 70, is one of 
the world’s foremost 
wildlife stamp designers, 
producing illustrations 
for more than 600 
stamps which have 
appeared in 34 countries 
over the past 30 years. 

A fellow of the Royal 
Society of Arts, he is 
known for his 
meticulous detail and 
accuracy, spending 
painstaking hours 
ensuring that his designs 
are accurate in every 
detail - even down to the 
exact number of hairs on 
an insect’s leg. 

He said: “I am thrilled 
by this honour -1 think I 


must be the first artist 
working exclusively in 
stamp design to receive 
an MBE.” 

Mr Wynne was 
awarded a knighthood 
for services to nature 
conservation. He lives 
with his wife Janet in 
Thriplow and has been 
chief executive of the 
RSPB since 1998. 

He said: “I am very 
proud to receive the 
recognition but I see it as 
a tribute to the work of 
the RSPB. It is not often 
nature conservation gets 
this sort of recognition. 

“I feel immensely 
honoured by this award, 
which I could not have 
achieved without the 
support of our million- 
strong membership and 
the drive of dedicated 
staff and volunteers.

Tributes paid 
to clergyman 


THE funeral of a 
clergyman who died 
suddenly just before 
Christmas was due to 
be held at Bury St 
Edmunds Cathedral 
yesterday. 

Canon Simon Pettitt, 59, 
former vicar of Exning, died 
from a brain haemorrhage. 

He was Exning vicar for 
eight years until 2008 when 
he moved to Horringer, near 
Bury St Edmunds, where he 
was rector of St Leonard’s 
Church. 

He was previously Rural 
Dean of Mildenhall covering 
the whole of the Forest Heath 
district and his career in the 
church dated from 1976 when 
he was ordained in Wakefield 
Cathedral.

Mildenhall 


THERE was good news for Mildenhall 
parish councillors at their final 
meeting of 2009, during a discussion 
on the proposed budget and precept 
figure for 2009/2010, which 
indicated a Band D council tax 
charge of £96.64 - an increase from 
this year of 1.5 per cent. 

However, the chairman of the 
establishment and policy 
committee, Tony Wheble, had that 
day received figures from the 
district council which showed that, 
because of an increase in the 
number of Band D contributors, the 
figure would reduce to £94.67. 

While always confident that (as in 
earlier years) there would be some 
changes down, due to the ever- 
increasing number of new homes in 
the parish, the members were 
delighted that the increase - with no 
diminution of services - would be 
only 0.6 per cent, which is well 
below the current level of inflation. 

After hearing a report from their 
chairman, Brian Sulman, about the 
current situation regarding a 
proposed Town Youth Council, 
Mildenhall parish councillors 
unanimously backed the scheme 
presented to them by a special sub¬ 
committee. 

Two evenings earlier, three of the 
senior pupils from Mildenhall 
College of Technology, led by the 
senior boy and girl of the school, 
had continued talks with four 
councillors over what could or 
should be attempted, starting early 
in 2010. 

The unanimously supported 
proposals would see a youth 
council of 12 members, drawn from 


all year groups, which would have 
its first formal meeting in mid- 
February. 

This would allow the school to 
hold elections from within its ranks, 
giving two elected members per year 
in Years 9,10 and 11, with three 
each from the sixth form years 12 
and 13. 

The four senior pupils who have 
formed the school’s working party 
representatives will be able to decide 
what matters the younger people 
may wish to bring forward in the first 
instance, while longer-term matters 
such as funding will be dealt with as 
soon as the ‘nuts and bolts’ of the 
new organisation can be sorted out. 

Mr Sulman expressed his 
satisfaction at how well the 
discussions had proceeded, with the 
younger members of the group 
having participated in a constructive 
manner which bodes well for this 
new attempt to find a way to air the 
opinions of young people. 

During the reports stage of the 
parish council meeting in the Jubilee 
Centre, members heard of possible 
improvements to the car parking in 
the area around the St Mary’s 
Primary School, on North Terrace in 
Mildenhall. 

For some time, there have been 
attempts to ease the situation when 
pupils are taken to the school and 
collected in the afternoon. 

This has caused much 
aggravation to local residents and 
users of roads around the school 
who have complained about 
perceived danger, to themselves and 
to the children. 

Now, with the school being 
‘turned around’ - that is, the main 
entrance is now in Trinity Avenue 


rather than on North Terrace - there 
are proposals to establish a layby 
near the school gates at which car 
drivers can ‘stop and drop’, with the 
children going straight into the 
school on a wider pavement 
entrance and thus there being no 
need for cars to stop on the road. 

Finer details have to be worked out 
but it would seem this is probably a 
far better way of ensuring the safety 
of both the young people and their 
parents, while residents of the 
surrounding areas such as Folly 
Road, North Terrace and Churchill 
Drive, will be much less 
inconvenienced.

Reap great rewards as 
purse strings stay tight 


P oliticians may be 
telling us that we 
are coming out of 
the recession, but 
gardeners nationwide 
will still be watching 
their spending in the 
New Year. 

So says Andrew Duff, 
director of garden design at 
Inchbald School of Design, 
who is predicting that 
gardeners of 2010 will be 
plumping for permanent 
plantings, taking more 
cuttings and continuing the 
trend for growing their own. 

“Quality and value for 
money is at the forefront of 
people’s minds,” he insists. 
“People may be going for 
permanent plantings rather 
than annuals - annuals will be 
the punctuation. 

“People want to buy things 
which are longer-lasting.” 

He predicts there will be a 
resurgence of structure to 
gardens next year. 

“We’ll see the return of 
evergreens more prominently, 
because they’re value for 
money, punctuated with 
masculine architectural 
foliage. 



GARDENING 

TIPS

“The plants need to start 
working to justify their place 
in the garden, so you’ll have 
rich, moody evergreen 
backdrops, and plants such as 
cineraria and thistles. 

“It will be much more 
dramatic and flamboyant, 
which is kind of what’s 
happening in fashion. 

“We’ll see sweet-shop 
colours like sherbet lemons, 
not bright colours, but a softer 
range with more white and 
primarily relying on foliage. 
You’ll see old-fashioned 
favourites coming back like 
alchemilla, acanthus and 
euphorbias, and safe varieties 
like Euphorbia ‘ Wulfenii’, 
because it’s likely to do well 
and you don’t have to keep 
replacing it.” 

Gardeners will opt for 


permanent plants in pots, 
which have become 
increasingly popular in recent 
years. 

“People will be after all¬ 
year-round plants, but it 
doesn’t necessarily mean you 
have to plant an evergreen,” 
Duff says. 

“Cornus and salix are good 
in pots. Plant thyme 
underneath to hide the soil. 
Herbs like rosemary prefer to 
be in a pot, which is more 
free-draining.” 

People will also be 
increasing their stock by 
propagation, taking cuttings 
rather than spending more 
money, which may lead to an 
increase in sales of 
greenhouses, he predicts. 

In line with the ‘grow your 
own’ campaign, the must- 
have hanging baskets will 
contain a mass of vegetables, 
including salad leaves and 
trailing tomatoes. 

Dwarf runner beans, 
particularly the purple-leaf 
varieties, will provide both an 
edible and ornamental 
addition to any container. 

“People may not like the 
thought of putting vegetables 
into their flower border, but 
that's an attitude that’s got to 


change,” says Duff. 

An allotment became the 
must-have for many 
gardeners a few years ago, but 
busy people often haven’t the 
time to tend it sufficiently, so 
are slowly making space for 
veg in their gardens. 

“People love to live the 
dream about having an 
allotment, but in reality there’s 
a time issue. 

“There will be lots of 
vegetables in the borders, but 
people need to learn how they 
can look good,” Duff says. 

“Most veg are foliage based, 
and can add another 
dimension to a border if you 
think ahead. 

“For instance, perpetual 
spinach is quite an attractive 
leaf. Let it grow to its full 
maturity, but you can still pick 
the leaves. 

“Put it at the front of the 
border. And plant fruit trees 
instead of purely ornamental 
ones.” 

The purse-strings may be 
tight this year, but we can still 
reap great rewards from the 
seeds we sow.

ELECTRIC cars got off 
to a bad start. The first 
examples were frail and 
flimsy, safety fitments 
were a scarcity, and 
limited sales against 
high production costs 
meant they were way 
overpriced. 

Now, with the pressure 
on for vehicles to become 
emissions-free, things are 
looking decidedly better 
for the battery-powered 
brigade. 

Paul Gustavsson, the 
wonderfully-titled director 
of electrification strategy at 
Volvo Cars, hits the nail on 
the head when he says: 
“Consumers must feel that 
this type of car is attractive 


both to drive and own. 

“That is why electric cars 
have to be comfortable 
and safe, yet offer the same 
sort of performance as cars 
with other power sources.” 

Let’s face it, when the 
likes of Volvo and BMW 
start to retail viable electric 
cars, they are going to sell - 
in sizeable numbers. 

Gustavsson puts matters 
in perspective for his own 
firm: “We believe in this 
technology, and our forth¬ 
coming field test aims to 
demonstrate that electric 
cars have considerable 
market potential.” 

Volvo will unveil a 
battery-powered C30 at 
this month’s North 
American International

Auto Show in Detroit, and 
it is advanced enough to 
support the Swedish 
marque’s aim of beginning 
a two-year trial of a full test 
fleet in 2011. 

This Volvo C30 can be 
fully recharged in eight 
hours through household 
power sockets or roadside 
charging stations. The 
performance figures - a top 
speed of 81mph, acceler¬ 
ating from 0 to 60 in under 
11 seconds, and a range of 
93 miles on a full charge - 
cover the daily transport 
needs of more than 90 per 
cent of all European 
motorists, says Volvo. 

But the car’s ultra-green 
credentials of zero 
emissions will be only half 
the attraction. Remember, 
it offers the same safety, 
comfort, space and four 
seats as the standard car. 

Another premium car 
stepping up to the electric- 
power plate is the BMW 
Concept ActiveE, based on 
the BMW 1 Series Coupe. 

Its electric motor was 
specially developed for this 
vehicle, which has a 
maximum output of 
170bhp, and its range is 
about 100 miles on a single 
charge. 


This plug-in Beamer has 
a charging time of four and 
a half hours, while top 
speed is pegged to 90mph. 

Special services in the 
German firm’s ActiveE, 
designed exclusively for 
this electric vehicle, 
include the ability to use a 
mobile phone for a 
remote-check of the 
charge status of the 
battery, and to search for 
public charging stations. 

A mobile will also be 
able to start-up the heating 
and air-conditioning. 

Toyota, meanwhile, 
which is doing good 
business with petrol- 
electric hybrids, will 
produce a Prius Plug-in 
version. The ability to 
charge it means it will have 
a greater range running on 
electric power only. 

The Japanese car giant 
aims to introduce some 
600 Prius Plug-ins to its 
home market, the United 
States and Europe over the 
first half of 2010. 

Just 20 of them will come 
to the UK next summer, 
and will be leased to 
Government ministries, 
local councils, power 
companies, universities 
and research agencies. 


Snow business all over again: 
So did you check your tyres? 


THE UK is facing yet more very cold 
and icy weather with potentially heavy 
snow falls. 

At this time of the year it is vital to 
ensure that a vehicle’s tyres are in 
good order and with adequate tread 
depth to deal with poor and 
potentially dangerous driving 
conditions. Motorists also need to be 
aware that snow covered roads can 
often conceal potholes and road 
debris that could damage tyres. 

mytyres.co.uk, part of the Europe’s 
largest web-based tyre retailing 
group, is offering the following advice 
to motorists to help stay safe this 
winter: 

■ Check tread depths. The law 
requires a minimum of 1.6mm of 
tread, although mytyres.co.uk 
believes that in the current 
circumstances motorists should 
consider changing tyres when they 
are down to 3.0mm and 4.0mm for 
winter tyres, the most effective 
insurance on the roads in winter 
conditions. 

■ Tyre pressures should be set to the 
car manufacturer’s 
recommendations. Under no 
circumstances should tyre pressures 
be reduced for driving in snow. 

■ Check all tyres for general 
condition and any sidewall damage 
that may have been caused by 
striking an object obscured by snow, 
or striking a kerb following a skid. 


■ Check the spare tyre for tread 
depth and pressure. 

■ Clean dirt from around valves and 
fit valve caps all round. 

■ Check for uneven wear, which is 
possible evidence of misalignment. 

Driving in snow and ice requires 
skilful and delicate use of the vehicle 
controls - steering, brakes and 
accelerator. 

Accelerate and brake gently using 
the gears to reduce speed smoothly 
and drive in as higher gear as 
possible to avoid unnecessary 
wheelspin. If the car gets into a slide, 
steer out of the skid and keep your 
feet the brake and accelerator until 
the vehicle is back under control. 

Always keep well clear of other 
vehicles and try to anticipate what is 
happening, or what may happen, well 
ahead.

THE London Olympics may be two-and-a-half 
years away, but Ross Edgar is under no illusion 
how hard he must work to keep himself in 
contention of performing in his home Games. 
Edgar celebrated the new year in home town 
Newmarket, but that will be his only night out 
for the foreseeable future, such is the pressure 
to stay in the British track cycling squad. 

He may have been involved at the highest level 
for several years, but he knows there are plenty 
of riders ready to step up if he lets his 
standards slip. 

After taking Olympic silver in the keirin in 
Beijing last year, the 26-year-old cyclist failed to 
claim a medal at the world championships in 
Poland in March. 

But he bounced back to help the Sky+ HD trio, 
featuring Jamie Staff and Sir Chris Hoy, to team 
sprint gold at the opening round of this season’s 
World Cup in Manchester last month. 

And Edgar admitted it had taken a while to get 
over the effects of Beijing. 

He said: “The world championships were a bit 
of a weird one and I just felt there wasn’t the 
usual kind of atmosphere. 

“After coming off such a high you do feel you’ve 
just come back to reality, but you just can’t 
maintain that level of intensity all the time. 
“That’s how I was feeling and I’d imagine it’s 
true of many people. 

“But I felt good going into the Manchester World 
Cup where we won the team sprint. 

“I set a personal best at man two, so it looks 
promising. 

“We’ve got the world trials at the beginning of 
March and it’s such an important thing to be 
included in the team sprint for the Olympics, so 
I’m aiming to get my place and try to hold it. 

“It’s so hard to qualify for places for the 
Olympics, so it’s vital we do well at the worlds. 
“After what Chris did last time we want to 
replicate that - the more races we’re in the 
more chance we have of doing that.”

Following his disappointment in Pruszkow, 

Edgar spent three months racing on the 
professional keirin circuit in Japan and intends 
doing the same when next year’s worlds in 
Copenhagen are over. 

He relished the chance to experience a different 
culture as one of the few foreign riders invited 
to take part. 

“It’s best you do a bit of homework before you 
go because you have to know where you’re 
going and what you’re doing,” said Edgar. 

“It’s very different to here. The Japanese are 
good, honest people and there are some lovely

tourist spots. I’m not really into sight-seeing as 
a rule, but I’ve visited all the temples and it’s a 
really cool place. 

“I think a lot more riders would go over there if 
it was more open because there’s a lot of 
money up for grabs. 

“There are riders in lower categories still going 
in their 50s and 60s and they can still earn 
money from racing.” 

With Great Britain not sending riders to the final 
round of the World Cup in Beijing next month, 
Edgar will warm up for the worlds trials by 
taking part in the regular Revolution events in 
Manchester. 

He won the sprint at the last tournament in a 
field that included former international skier 
Alain Baxter making his debut on two wheels. 
“He did 11.6 so it’s not bad for someone 
starting out, but it was the sort of time I was 
doing at 16,” said Edgar. 

“He has got a bit of work to do, but he hasn’t 
had the track time. I think he may have done a 
lot of cycling for his skiing training, but it was 
probably more for fitness than the short, sharp 
efforts you need in sprinting.” 

Edgar will also have one eye on the 
Commonwealth Games in Delhi after wining the 
team sprint with Hoy and Craig Maclean for 
Scotland in 2006. 

He said: “There’s not a massive emphasis on 
the Commonwealth Games this year because 
everything is aimed at qualifying for the 
Olympics. 

“It’s a massive event, but it doesn’t carry much 
weight in terms of Olympic qualification. 

“It’s still something I want to do well in and it 
comes just before the World Cups, but you’ve 
got to keep your eye on the main prize.”
